A warning that appropriations might be absorbed by fewer media as pro- 
duction costs and advertisement rates rose in the future, was given to 
the Newspaper Advertising Conference by Leslie E. Bird, manager of the 


research department of Service Advertising Co. Ltd.

new advertising. 

Some new advertisers could be 
obtained by watching the nation- 
al press, and by keeping an eye 
on publications of similar size 
appearing in similar provincial 
areas to that in which the exe- 
cutive's own paper circulated. 

But it was in the field of 
semi-national and local manu- 
facturers that the provincials 
had the upper hand, 

"I wonder what efforts are 
being made to encourage non- 
edvertising local manufacturers 
to mke use of the pulling pow- 
er of their local press", he 
said. 

"I would question whether this 
is entirely the work of the in- 
dividual executive, or whether 
perhaps some concerted plan 
could be produced by your local 
area associations, first for the 
production of a survey of local 
industrial development, and se- 
cond to publicise the value of 
the local press." 

Mr. Bird also questioned how 
far the retail outlets were be- 
ing tapped as sources of revenw 
for the provincial press. 

But when it came to the provin- 
cial executive's actual selling 
space, Mr. Bird said that both 
the semi-national and local 
manufacturer and the local re- 
tailer, generally speaking, had 


first to be sold on the whole 
idea of advertising.

"PRESS FIRST" IN RESORTS’ 
AD CAMPAIGNS 


H, Berkeley Hollyer, publicity of- 
ficer of Torquay, told the Confer- 
ence that the product of a 3d. rate 
available to resorts for advertising 
was "pathetically small" in compari- 
son with commercial firms, 

Total figure spent by the resorts 
on press advertising was £100,000 
to £150,000, he thought. Without 
exception the press appeared to be 
the first "plank" in the advertis- 
ing of any resort; the percentage 
of resorts' total advertising funds 
spent on press advertising ranged — 
from 40 per cent to 90 per cent, 

Normal experience was that the 
cost per reply for the national 
press was appreciably lower than 
for the provincial press, said Mr, 
Hollyer. 

But the provincial mornings and 
evenings had the advantage of giv- 
ing full coverage to local features, 
and he felt therefore that the pro- 
vincials had mintained a position 
that meade them attractive to resort 
advertisers. Weeklies, including 
the few Sunday provincials, were 
browsed over at leisure and had suf- 
ficient peges to enable them to de- 
vote editorial attention to resort 
features. 

Some of the small resorts might 
not employ agents, and in such cases 
if press advertisement departments 
would assist them in copy prepara-
